The lamented death of George Eliot has doubtless sent many of our readers 
to a fresh perusal of the immortal work by which she has earned the gratitude 
of Jadaism. Tue Jewish racs an] its aspiratioas have never been pourtrayed 
so accurately and so completely by an author not within the Covenant. It accori- 
ingly becomes an interesting question to ascertaia the anount of Jewish know. 
ledge which was possessed by the author of “ Daniel Deronda.” The obituary 
notices informed us that sue obtained a kuowledge of Hebrew more than thirty 


years ago when a! Coventry, but this would not be more than Biblical Hebrew — 


and would scarcely afford her any more knowledge of Judaism than could be 
obtained from the Anglican version. In ‘The Spanish Gipsy ” (published in 


1868), she quoted Jehudaly Nalevi’s saying, Isracl is among the nations as the-

JEWISH SCHOOLS AT SALONICA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
- §1r,—You inrerted in tho Jewish Chronicle of the 29th October last, an_ 

appeal from Dr. Allatini for assistance to maintaia the schools which he had 
founded at Salonica. | 
‘I was at Salonica in October, and in company with Mr. Blunt, the English 


Consul, visited these schools, and I am anxious to bear testimony to the admir- 


able manner in which they are managed, and to the strong claims they have 


~The education given to thé children is really excellent, well suited to the 
circumstances in which they are placed, and which they will be called upon to 
fill in life ; and it must be remembered that there is practically no other means 
of education available for the great mass of the very large Jewish population — 
which is to be found at Salonica. | 
The great majority of this population are extremely poor, and it 
would be quite imoossible ‘for them to send their children to more favoured 
places to obtain education. To Dr. Allatini and the gentlemen who hav 
assisted him, the credit is due of supplying to the extent of their ability, intel- 
lectual light and food of which the poor Jewish children of Salonica would 
otherwise be absolutely deficient. 

I should add that as much care is taken with the moral and physical 
training of the children as with the instruction in school. 

The rooms, staircases, and yards of the school-buildings wero particularly 
clean and sweet, contrasting remarkably with the streets of the town in which 
they are situated, and although many of the children were very poor—in a 
degree in which we cin hardly understand poverty in this part of the world— 
they were clean and bright, aad their intellgence was certainly very remarkable. 

I trust I may be excused for calling the attention of your readers to your 
appeal of October 29th, but I could not refuse the request made to me to say 
what I knew of the school-work which is going on, aud of the necessity there is 
for help from those who are more happily circumstanced than the Jows of 
Salonica.

From Brussels we have received news of the death of Commander J acd ties 


Errera, Honorary Consul for Italy, who deserves a brief biographical notice, 
Born at Venice of a distinguished Jewish family, he remained a Jew in heart 
and soul, being at the same time tolerant and benevolent towards all. He was 
a fiiend to the artists and a protector to the unfortunate. He was rich, but his. 
wealth was also employed in doing good. He was the father of the poor, and 
many institutions were erected through his munificence. At Uccle, where his 
chateau of Vivier d’Oye was situated, he built the “Cité d’Errera,” which ho 
called after his name, and which was destined for the accommodation of work. 
men from: Brussels. Among his intimate friends were some of the greatest 
statesmen and diplomatists, such as Cavour, Pepoli,and Minghetti,and whenever 
they visited Brussels they always found his house open and his heart ready to 
serve them. His dcath has caused a great void both in Brussels and in Venice, 
where his relatives reside. 

Another sad loss for the Jewish community in Italy has been the death of 
the Grand Rabbi, Chevalier E. L. De Veali of Alexandria (Piedmont), which 
occurred on the 30th ult. He was born in 1811. His ancestors had been Grand 
Rabbis before him in the same town, and his father met with his death whilst 
celebrating a marriage in a very high house. The building fell in, and more 
than 70 persons, atnong them the parents of this Grand Rabbi, perished in the 
ruins. ‘This occurred in 1835. The future Rabbi was likewise present when the 
catastrophe occurred, but he, fortunately, escaped with only a broken leg. His 
funeral was of an imposing character. Addresses round the bier were delivered 
by the Grand Rabbis Servi of Casale, Terracini of Asti, Ottolenghi of Acqui, and 
the Vice-Rabbi Cingolo of Vercelli. These venerable colleagues of the deceased 
were followed by Com. Oddoue, member of Parliament, who, in a warm faneral 
oration, gave proofs of the fraternity which binds together Jews and Christians 
in Italy. He dwelt on their comton love for the country, and declared that the 
Jews were excellent citizens. He, a Christian, spoke with tears ia his eyes, and 
all others present wept with him. 

The recent elections have given one more Jewish member to the Italian 
Parliaraent in the person of the Advocate Cesar Parenzo of Rovigo, who has been 
returned for Chioggia, near Venice. There are now seven Jewish Deputies, viz., 
Signori Finzi, Maurogonato, Luzzatti, Arbib, Jacur, Fano, and Parenzo. The 
latter only velongs to the Ministerial Left. The other six are all members of 
the Right, or Moderate: Opposition. | | |

The Jewish Question is still prominent. Yesterday marked a some- 
- what important phase in this Anti-Semitic agitation. The Crown Prince, who ia 
president of the Victoria Charitable Institution, attended its yearly meeting 
- yesterday, and after the business was over took occasion to express to Herr | 
- Magnus, a leading member of the institute, a Jew by birth, his extreme regret | 
that this agitation had reached such a pitch. The Prince further remarked that 


it was sad such things could happen in the country of the Hohenzollerns, and 


especially so that students and educated people conld so far forget themselves 


as to take part in such an unmanly and unchristian movement. The Crown 


Prince spoke for over a quarter of an hour with Herr Magnus on the subject, and 


finished by hoping that the whole affair would soon end and die the death it 
deserved.—The Court Chaplain, Herr Sticker presided over the weekly Anti- 
Semitic meeting last night. The place was crowded, and the usuel inflam 
matory speeches were delivered against the Jews. To show the vehemence with 
which this question is treated, I may mention that au English gentlemen who 
happens to have dark hair and a dark complexion was taken for a Jew in a large 
caié in Unter den Liaden, and publicly insulted by a fair-haired German to whom 
he was entiroly unknown.- The affair was only prevented from becoming very 


serious by the timely interference of strangers. It is but fair to state that on— 


the mistake being discovered a full apology was at once offered.’ 
BERLIN, MONDAY NIGkT. 

Prince Bismarck visited the Crown Prince yesterday afternoon, aud cor- 
ferred on home affairs, particularly on the Jewish Question. It seems that the 
Anti-femitic agitators are decidedly crestfallen on account of the opposition of 
the Crown Prince to their views ; and besides this, most of the Berlin working-

One journal observes, 
in severely condemning the agitation, that it has already overstepped all sensible 
bounds, and when it has died out, which it cannot fail to do, it will be only 
remembered as an illustration of the greatest foolishness and stupidity of the 


time. Its disappearance, however, certainly seems far ahead at present. In ~ 


breeding hatred of the Jews among the unthinking populace of-the city it is 
becoming positively dangerous to public peace. Members of the persecuted 
race can hardly with safety show themselves in soine of the coffee-houses and 
beerhalls of Berlin, especially late at night. The cry is apparently being also 
taken advantage of for party purposes by the different sections in poliiics. Not 
only the Conservatives, as some assert, but also the Centre has now begun to 
make use of the Jewish question, for the subject was the other day introduced 
into a debate on Church affairs in the Landtag. Finally, to crown the efforts 
of the League, according to the Press, over 50,000 marks have already been 
subscribed towards founding an Anti-Semitic newspaper the majority of the 


Berlin journals being decidedly against the movement, The mwneciivg of patriotic — 


students was a secret and noisy one, as no outsiders, except the police, were 
allowed to enter, The other meeting of German Christian citizens, as they. call 
themselves, was very stormy. Dr. Henrici, the Anti-Semitic leader, devoted bis 
violent eloquence to disparaging both the moral and the physical. qualities of.

its best attention to the appeal, They had to.speak in the same sonse of the French, 
Italian, and United States Governments. After referring to the oppressive legisla- 
tion to which the Jews of Russia were peculiarly liable, the reverend speaker alluded 
in detail to the efforts made by the Association to promote education in the Mast, He 
next commented on the Jewish question inGermany. Asa subject the Jew had 
always proved himeelf intensely loyal; in science the Jew had always laboured as 
devotedly as others ; in art the Jew had equalled the Christian artist ; in every 
department of trade he had always borne the same good name for industry 
as the Christian. He believed it was correct to calculate that there was 
one Jew to every 100 Germans. Reckoning the population at 70,000,000 
there were between 500,000 and 600,000 Jews. Their success in legitimately exer- 
cising their talents had excited the jealousy of their less successful countrymen, of 
persons who believed that every man who possessed a religion should be persecuted, 
of others who believed that religion consisted in intolerant persecution.

We have now to consider the various Jowieh customs which have, at 
different times, pertained to the actual marriage. We may remark that, as far 
as Biblical times are concerned, much of our knowledge of ancient customs is

The marriage feast was provided mostly 


by the bride's parents, but sometimes by the bridegroom. There is nothing dis- 


. tinctly Jewish about the marriage feast, for it has been adopted by all nations. 
We have seen that even as early as the time of Laban it was an institution, 


It is worth while, however, enquiring into the origin of this presumably uni- 
vereal institution, Before the introduction of writing, there was no legal form 


to record the performance of a contract. It was therefore usual to give — 


publicity to important engagements, by inviting persons to a feast: By their 
presence at this, they attested the performance of certain legal acts. Thus 
Isaac feasted with and Lapan with Jacon, beforo they parted. We 
may suppose, therefore, that the nuptial feast besides being a convivial gather- 
ing served, in very early times, other and more important purpos¢s. 

The wedding feast is pluced by the rabbing under the category of MY NYO 
Tho bridegroom himself recited the “ Ssven Blessings” ( par’) at the con. 
clusion of the meal, and the festivities lasted seven days in the case of a maiden 
and three days for a widow. On the day of his marriage, the bridegroom 
was absolved from the reading of the Slo mang, and his presence at 
a public service during the first week of his marriage neceseitated the 
@uigsion of certain wournful prayers from the ordinary ritual. The 
wodding festivities were enlivened by songs, amusing riddles and lavieh 
praises of the bride's charms.

After the Destruction of the Temple, Jewish marriage customs underwent con- 
siderable modification, and much of the hilarity which formerly characterized them 
was sobered down. The use of crowns and bridal wreaths was abolished, though in 
Babylon the bridal wreath was retained. Even ashes were put on the forehead

Comparing modern with ancient marriage rites among the Jews, it is 
instructive as well as curious to note how they have not only been operated 
upon by the inflasnce of time, bat have been not less strongly coloured by local 
and national usage. A continental Jewish wedding of the present day is, in 
many important respects, unlike an English wedding. The reason of this is not 
far to seek. Marriage being a secular institution to which religion lends the 
sanction of its authority, it is nothing more than we should have expected to fing 
that Jewish marriage customs have varied with the usage of the country in which 
the Israclite’s tot is cast. |

It is important to note that “ Pecorone ” was written ‘in 1378, thirty years 
after the Black Death, which ravaged Europe and spared the Jews. The Jews 


~were charged with being the authors of this plague, and from that time what- 


ever calamily befel people in any part of Europe was laid at the same door. 
It is intelligible, therefore, that Fiorentino should endeavour to make tho story 
more interesting and dramatic, as well as more logical and probable in the eyes 
of his contempcraries, by giving tLe fiendish churacter in the plot to a Jew, in 
the same way as it was customary, in Fiorentino’s time, to attribute the poison- 
ing of wells and other outrages to Jews. But ali forms of the legend which 
contain no reference to Jews are earlier then 1348. Fiorentino only wished to. 


make his story popular, without intending to direct any special malice agaiust 


the Jews. Hence, he represented the Jew as a resident of Mestre, and not of 
Venice, which certainly contained more and richer Jews than so insig- 
nificant a town; being, as it would seem, unwilling to injure the Jews of 
Venice, Shakespeare has founded his play directly on the novel of Fiorentino. 


Portia, who delivers the same judgment as the beautiful widow of Belinont, 


resides in the same place. Shakespeare’s story of the rings is also borrowed from 
‘‘Pecorone,” but as Shakespeare was under no necessity of considering the Jews 
of Venice, be rightly made Shyiock reside at Venice. Once made the scapegoat

In a ballad entitled, “ Gernutus, the Jew of Venice,” 
or ‘a new song showing the cruelty of Gernutus, a usurer,” he is depicted as 
a much more cruel character than in Vioreutino’s novel, although it is founded 
on this or rome other Italian story.

ultimately obtatns the borrower's discharge. Tho story is of the simplest - 


character possible. A merchant in want of money applies for a loan to a Jew 
who makes the usual hard condition. The Jew is named Gernutus, a German 
name, He is an avaricious usurer, but for ali that he will only have a pound of 
flesh : 
No penny for the loane of it 
For one yeare you shall pay; 
“But we will have a merry feast, 
Ker to be talked lone: 
Aud this shall be the forfeyture, 
Of your owne fiesh a peund, 
Dr. Graetz aske, why. does the usurer belie his nature and insist on a pound 
of'fle-h, instead of heavy neury ? Because of his ineradicable hatred. of the 
Christian ? This does dot appear from the ballad. In truth it was directed 
against Curistian usurers and bloodsuckers in Eaogland, but a Jewish character 
had to be depicted to point the moral, and the legend of the *‘ pound of flesh ” is 
purposcly employed to set the cruelty of usury in a stronger light:

. ecvording to the Eastern legend, asks a rich Jew for the loan of a hundred 


cenariil. This Jew is in love with the Mussulman’s wife, and in the hope of 
obtaining her love, readily lends the money on the condition that if it is not 
paid back within a certain time, the borrower shall forfeita pound of flesh. The 
poor Mussulman realises a large profit on the loan-and is enabled to repay it 
before the time fixed, but he sends the money through a friend who appropriates 
it. The Jew insists on the conditions stated in the bond, and is at length saved 
in the usual wey by a judge at Emesa. This story has led English commentators 
of Shakespeare to believe that the legend of the “ pound of flesh ” comes from 
Oriestal sources, but Graetz shows that the Oriental legend has a Western and 
Christian origin. Jews were certainly maltreated in Turkey, Persia, Egypt and 
Arabia, but their persecutors never tried to palliate their own barsh doings by 
blackening the Jewish character and representing it to be worse than it actually 
was. Moreover the Jews of the Nast were never stigmatised as usurers, for interest 
was not forbidden by the Koran. Oaly in Christendom, where the Canon Law. 
forbade the taking. of interest, and where innumérable harsh enactments com- 


pelled the Jew to resort to usurious dealing coi ld Jews (who were not subject | 


to Canon Law) be branded as usurers,. The Eastern story must therefore have 
been imported from Europe, aad it is noteworthy that Emesa, where purt of the 


plot is laid, has always been inbabited by Christians. The legend has a Persian 
dress also, but as it was probably not imported from medieval Europe, no 


reference is mate to the creed of the litigants. There is to bo found in all 


countries a cycle of comic legend which revolves round the mishaps of an - 
unfacky person, and tho litigation which results from them generally has a_ 
humorous termination.

Still, all these stories would never have been heard of, had it not been 
for Shakespeare’s highly. effective treatment or the incident of the “ pound of 


the mind can never be quite disillusioned. Whence, asks Graetz, did Shakes- 
peare derive the materials of so powerful and original a poriraiture, and what 
was his motive in making a Jew play so ugly ardle? If Shakespeare had been 
brought into personal contact with Jews who excited bis disgust, or if Jewa had 
even become objects of popular detestation in England, in his time, this would 
sufliciently account for his play.

The Jew was Rodrigo Lopez, Queen Eliza- 
beth’s court-physician, who was accused of implication in a state plot and hanged 
at Tyburn, Shakespeare’s was not the only, and certainly not the most infamous, 
play which pandered to the then popular exasperation against Jewa. In the 
same year in which Lopez was executed two other plays were freq.ently played 


at the Blackfriars Theatre, and realized large returns. These were “ The Jew" 


and “The Jew of Malta.” “Shylock ’—for this was the original title of 
Shakespeare's play—was first represented on August 25rd, 1594, some months 
after the execution of Lopez, which took place in the Spring of the same year, 
We are thus able to trace with exactness the genesis of the legend, and to 
agsert positively that History knows nothing of a Jew ever having been engaged 
in a transaction in which he claimed a right to a pound of Christian flesh. The 
contrary fact is however historical. In 1585, Admiral Drake took St. Domingo 
and the news of the victory reached cone Paolo Maria Seechi, a rich Christian 
merchant, residing at Rome. The information was, however, disputed by 
Sansone Ceneda, a dew, who wagered a pound of his flesh that it was pot 
true, while tho Christian staked a thousand sedi on its veracity. When the 
news was confirmed, the Christian merchant insisted upon payinent of the bet. 
Appeal was made to Pope Sixtus V., who threatened the Christian that if he 
cut ever so little more than a pound, he would have to forfeit his own life. The 
Pope condemned both litigants to death, but at the representation of Cardinal 
Montalto, the eentence was commuted to slavery in the galleys, and ultimately 
to a fine of 2.000 scndi each, for the endowment of a hogpital Prof, Graetz 
shows,that there is no reason to doubt the veracity of this story, whichis related 
by the historian Gregorio Seti in his Life of Sixtus V. Though it is certainly 
unlikely that anyone would mortgage’a pound of his own tlesh in paymont of a 
debt, or that any usurcr would be satisted with ench a payment, it is an authen- 


ticated fact that during the middle ages, persons who laid wagers used to stake 


parts of their owa body. Besides Leti’s uarrative has all the appearance of 
being trustworthy. It relates to facts which were certain of being well known 
in his time, and were liable to contradiction, if they were fictitious, and it anen- 
tions the nawes of all the parties concerned.

Nothing could be more opportune than -the appearance of this pamphlet, at 
atime when anti-Semitic prejudices are raging in Germany with daily renewed 
vigour, The growth of * Shylock in Legend, Drama and History,” as traced by 
Dr, Graetz, is a bitter satire on tho agitation which is convulsing Germany, Ite 
purely literary character will recommend to the notice of many a Teuton scholar 


who would not, peshaps, read a direct reply to the Anti-Semitic League, 


Assuming so unexceptionable a form, we may hope that Dr. Graetz’s pamphlet 
will have the effect of disabusing the Teutonic mind of some, at least, of ite 
Anti-Jewish jealourics.
